mer regardless of the weather. It 
has long stems and large glossy foli- 
age and is the best rose for cutting 
in my garden. 

I have been growing the new 
Armstrong floribundas which were 
placed on the market this spring— 
GREEN Fire, Rusy Lips and Heat 
Wave. All won much _ favorable 
comment last summer. 

GREEN Fire has buttercup-yellow 
blossoms of intense and exceptional 
brilliance which so completely cover 
the bush that it appears like a glis- 
tening mound of gold. 

Rusy Lips is far deeper in color 
than its name implies. It is a rich 
velvety crimson of fiery brilliance. 
I disagree with its originator who 
says this rose lacks fragrance. In 
my garden it has a delicate and 
delightful raspberry-like fragrance. 
Could this be caused by the differ- 
ence in climate? 

Heat WaAvE fairly sizzles in the 
sun. It is a fiery Chinese red with 
highlights of flaming orange. The 
flowers are borne so profusely that 
the entire bush appears to blaze and 
burn like a bonfire in the garden. 

Other recent (1958) Armstrong 
roses that caused much favorable 
comment in my test gardens were: 
Aztec with its gigantic flowers 
of blazing orange-scarlet; ISOBEL 
HARKNESS, another hybrid tea, with 
huge flowers of bright and shining 
yellow; and STARLET, a floribunda 
so bright that it seems to bring the 
glowing gold of California sunshine 
into our Northern gardens. 

MIDNIGHT is one of my Arm- 
strong favorites because it is the 
nearest to black of any rose. This is 
a rose of gleaming, changeable vel- 
vet with hidden fires and shadowy 
overtones. It appears to glow and 
burn, now black, now red, like a 
living flame. This dusky, exotic 
beauty has a tropical fragrance of 
cinnamon and clove.

rose has also captured all of the 
important national and international 
awards, including the All-America 
in 1954. 

SUTTER’S GOLD, is one of the best 
orange-yellow roses in my garden. It 
won the All-America award for 
1950 and a Gold Medal at Baga- 
telle, France, and Geneva, Switzer- 
land, in the same year. 

HELEN TRAUBEL, another All- 
America winner (1952), is the best 
pink in my _ garden 
apricot-pink. 

ForTY-NINER presents a startling 
color contrast. The face of the petals 
is a vivid Orient-red; the reverse is 
yellow. It won a 1949 All-America 
award. 

Other All-America award winners 
in the California Armstrong group 
include: MIRANDY, with glowing red 
5-inch blooms: TAFFETA, which 
changes with the weather and pro- 
duces subtle combinations of pink, 
red, yellow and bronze; TALLYHO, 
with its intriguing contrasts—the face 
of the petals is a rich pink, the re- 
verse cardinal-red.

Sometimes the roses are 
buried under 8 feet of snow. But 
when I remove their winter covering 
of spruce boughs each spring | find 
that new growth has already started 
and they are impatiently trying to 
reach upward into the sun! 

While I have been growing Arm- 
strong roses exclusively (among the 
West Coast group) for testing pur- 
poses in my test gardens, other New 
England gardeners have been grow- 
ing, with success, other roses orig- 
inating in the Far West.

Ramblings

Rooting shrub cuttings; tender an- 
nuals; late planting aid; routing crab- 
grass; lawn mowing; lycoris; poin- 
settia care. 


H™® IN THE SOUTH most roses 
give a great burst of bloom in 
May and tend to slow down in both 
bloom and growth in June. When 
this happens it is a good time to 
feed the plants with a complete 
fertilizer or one of the special rose 
foods. Keep up the regular use of 
fungicides to combat black spot. 
There are several remedies in the 
garden stores, but one can never go 
wrong by using a preparation con- 
taining ferbam or captan. 

Rooting shrub cuttings—The 
spring-flowering deciduous shrubs 
have now finished their early sea- 
son’s growth and this is a good time 
to take summer or greenwood cut- 
tings. While every gardener should 
have an outdoor cutting frame, you 
may root a considerable number of 
cuttings in 8-by-10-inch bread pans 
or similar containers with the bot- 
toms punched for drainage. Fill the 
pan within about 4 inch of the top 
with a half-and-half mixture of sand 
and peat moss. Insert your cuttings 
in the regular way, wet thoroughly 
and slip the pan into a plastic bag 
and fold the ends to make it air- 
tight. Evergreens, including azalea, 
camellia, boxwood and even juniper 
may be rooted in the same way. 
Examine the cuttings in about three 
weeks and if the medium seems to 
be drying out, wet it again. 

e Tender annuals—FEven the 
tenderest annuals may be planted 
outdoors now. Try balsam, celosia, 
gaillardia, petunia, salvia, sunflower, 
tithonia, zinnia, marigold and others. 

e Late-planting aid—A few years 
ago one would not dare to plant 
shrubs, roses and trees in the South 
in June, but with the advent of con- 
tainer-grown plant material planting 
may be done throughout the year. 
This applies also to plants properly 
balled and burlapped. Be sure to

e Routing crab-grass—Now that 
hot weather is really here, crab-grass 
is showing its ugly head in lawns. 
This is the number-one lawn pest in 
the South, as it is in many other 
areas. There are several good 
chemical killers now available and 
June is a good month to apply them. 
If unable to identify this grass be 
sure to get someone to help you be- 
fore applying chemicals. 

e Lawn mowing—Most grasses 
should not be cut shorter than 112 
inches during the hottest months of 
summer (I leave mine about 2 
inches high). Some of the recently 
introduced Bermudas may be cut a 
bit shorter. A noted horticulturist 
offers these points in the mainte- 
nance of a good lawn: 1) Mow on 
schedule so the proper height can 
be maintained without cutting more 
than a third of the height at any one 
mowing. 2) See that the grass gets 
plenty of water and that the soil 
never dries out more than '% inch 
deep. 3) Fertilize regularly, giving 
an extra-heavy application in the 
spring. 4) Control weeds systemati- 
cally by using modern chemicals. 

e Lycoris—I think Southern gar- 
deners could make their fall garden 
much more attractive by planting 
more lycoris. We are all familiar 
with the old Lycoris radiata (red 
spider-lily), but not many of us 
grow the more interesting ones. Try 
a few of these: L. aurea, yellow; 
L. incarnata, near-white; and L. 
squamigera, lavender-pink. June and 
July are the best months for 
planting. Other bulbous things to 
plant this month: caladium, canna, 
dahlia, butterfly-lily (hedychium) 
and tropical water-lilies. 

e Poinsettia care — Poinsettias 
which are growing too tall should 
be cut back in summer. Late June 
or very early July is the best time 
in most areas. Keep these plants in 
a vigorous growing condition by 
regular feeding and watering. 


Question of the Month 


Q.1 am planning to plant a small 
pool. Would lotus be suitable for a 
water area of 5 x 8 feet. 

A. I don’t think so. For a pool of 
this size the smaller-growing things 
would be better. One water-lily and 
two or three plants each of ana- 
charis, cabomba, milfoil and sagit- 
taria would probably be enough.®

Pointers

(Hinsdale, Illinois) 


Tender plants; control lawn weeds; 
weed-free strawberries; fertilizing 
lawns; mulching; ounce of preven- 
tion; perennials; miscellaneous tips. 


] UNE is the most rewarding garden 
month of the year. Work begins 
to slacken and bloom is at its height. 

e Tender plants—From the Chi- 
cago-Cleveland line north, June | is 
the right date to set out tender plants 
like tomatoes, peppers, eggplants 
and the tropical bedding plants 
grown from cuttings—coleus, achy- 
ranthus and lantana. An earlier 
start, say May 15, often results in 
retarded growth if the weather turns 
suddenly cold. 

e Control lawn weeds—From 
now on weeds occupy first place for 
the gardener’s attention. Keep spray- 
ing broad-leaved weeds with 2,4-D 
until they completely disappear. Try 
the newer 2,4,5-TP for control of 
mouse-ear chickweed, clover and 
black medick. Even where calcium 
arsenate has been used for pre-emer- 
gence crab-grass control, there may 
be spots that were missed where 
crab-grass will appear. Go after it 
relentlessly with Sodar. A _ single 
plant may produce as many as 
100,000 seeds. 

e Weed-free strawberries—Use 
Crag #1 herbicide in the strawberry 
bed to control weeds. Apply before 
the fruit sets; after the June crop is 
over make a second application. In 
beds of everbearing varieties, treat 
when the fruit set is at lowest point. 

e Fertilizing lawns—lIf you used 
one of the new mixed ureaform fer- 
tilizers on the lawn early in spring 
you probably need not feed again 
this year. If you used the older type 
of mixed fertilizer (without urea- 
form), a second feeding of straight 
nitrogen (such as ammonium sulfate 
or ammonium nitrate) will be 
needed for the lawn. 

e Mulching—Save labor by using 
a mulch in the vegetable garden and 
under annuals and perennials to 
keep down weeds and _ conserve 
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moisture. Any clean, weed-free or- 
ganic matter that is light and fluffy 
will do the trick. Be sure the soil is 
moist and well-tilled before apply- 
ing the mulch. If added to dried-out 
soil it is worse than no covering. 

e Ounce of prevention—June 
really opens the insect and plant dis- 
ease season. Remember, an ounce 
of prevention is worth many pounds 
of cure. Roses, in particular, need 
dusting at seven- to ten-day inter- 
vals. The new Phaltan is the best 
black-spot control. If the older cap- 
tan is used it should be combined 
with karathane to control powdery 
mildew which captan does not kill. 

e Perennials—An excellent new 
bulletin on perennials for cold cli- 
mates has just been made available. 
Gardeners can obtain a copy by re- 
questing Extension Bulletin 295 
Perennials for Minnesota from Bul- 
letin Room, Institute of Agriculture, 
University of Minnesota, St. Paul 1, 
Minnesota. 

e Miscellaneous tips—Look over 
catalogs and order iris, madonna 
lily, mertensia and Oriental poppy. 
These all go dormant after flowering 
in June and are best moved in July 
or early August. 

Keep turning the compost pile so 
that it doesn’t pack down and ex-

clude air (decay bacteria must have 
oxygen). Start a pile if you don't 
have one. 

Prune spring-flowering shrubs 
now to remove dead branches or to 
maintain a pleasing shape. 


Question of the Month 


Q. I have a twenty-five-vear-old 
clump of tree peony which I want to 
move. When is the best time? 

A. Better get a nurseryman to 
dig it with a large ball of earth now 
and move at once. Otherwise wait 
until frost has killed foliage and 
then move. Fall moving usually re- 
sults in no bloom next year.®

| ye marks the midway point in 
the calendar year and it opens 


the seed planting season for bienni- 
als and perennials which will come 


into flower in 1960. Other than that, 
June’s a time to relax—as long as 
the routine maintenance chores are 
taken care of. 

e Keep the hose busy—Trees and 
shrubs that were set out this year 
must be watered more often than 
those that have been established 
longer. Make a basin around each 
tree or shrub and let the water run 
slowly for several hours at regular 
intervals. Even established citrus 
trees will probably require irrigation 
at three- or four-week intervals. 

e Apply fertilizer—AlIl summer- 
flowering plants such as roses, fuch- 
sias, geraniums, chrysanthemums, 
begonias and dahlias will benefit 
from an application of fertilizer. 
Trees and shrubs should also receive 
an application. Be sure to water 
thoroughly after applying the fer- 
tilizer. 

e Plant day-lilies—Versatile day- 
lilies (hemerocallis) may be grown 
in full sun or light shade. Besides 
making fine border plants along a 
driveway or walk, they may be 
planted to excellent advantage in 
groups in the perennial and shrub 
border. Space plants 1 foot apart 
in well-prepared soil and cover the 
crown with 1 inch of soil. There are 
many shades of yellow, orange, ma- 
roon, 
furnish color from spring to late fall. 

e Don’t overlook petunias—For 


abundant summer color and ease of | 


culture, none of the annual flowering 
plants surpass the petunia. The new 
hybrids yield breathtaking effects. 
Dwarf single bedding petunias in 
many shades are popularly used for 
edgings and level beds, while the 
taller forms are used to cover banks 
and slopes. The giant ruffled ones, 
both dwarf and tall, are preferred 
for pots, window boxes and display 
beds. The true double petunias have 
shaggy blooms in rich colors.®

THE POWER OF PRAYER ON 
PLants by Franklin Loehr. 
144 pages, illus. $3.50. Dou- 
bleday, New York, N. Y. 

Truly religious people—of any 
faith—will be shocked to learn that 
a man claiming to be a minister has 
written an ungodly book. Prayer 
as a means of human spiritual help 
has many forms—but making seeds 
sprout by a kind of trick clairvoy- 
ance should not have the same words 
applied to it as are applied to true 
religious experience. 

Author Loehr claims that heaping 
scorn on a plant stunts it (end of all 
weeding in the garden?). He claims 
that certain people are more spir- 
itualistic than others. (Presumably 
these folks are better at telling the 
future with The Sacred Mushroom? | 
This is a book on metaphysical for- 
tunetelling advertised on the jacket 
flap of Mr. Loehr’s opus.) There are 
photographs to show that people in 
little trance groups can influence the 
growth of plants by “prayer” (if 
meanwhile we pray for the rival 
plants, who shall win?). 

People of the Christian faith 
should know about this book— 
which is likely to be widely dis- 
cussed. Parts of it were written in 
the religious half-world of Los An- 
geles—and it shows. 

The writer of this review is a 
minister’s son and a church member; 
he feels an obligation to speak out 
against irreligion when it masquer- 
ades in this suit of clergyman’s 
gray. Readers know that FLOWER 
GROWER, like its readers, under- 
stands the real part that God plays 
in all plant growth and all of na- 
ture. But looking the other way 
when the idea of human prayer is 
brought down to ideas of magic and 
selfish manipulation of plants and 
even worms—yes, worms!—is too 
much. 

I consider myself a religious man 

and I heap scorn on this book.

JUNE IS THE green 
month as well as the 
month of roses. But, 


as the poet said, never 
the rose without the 
and June’s thorn is bugs. 


thorn, 
They burgeon with all of the other 


living things in June. They are a 
pain in the—well, wherever they 
happen to bite or sting. But help 
is always at hand. Now we reach for 
our miracle bug-bombs, dusts, sprays 
and repellents, but earlier peoples 
relied on the plants of garden and 
woods. They rubbed the juicy leaves 
and stems of nasturtium or jewel- 
weed on bites and stings to relieve 
the discomfort. Jewelweed in my 
experience has quieted many a howl- 
ing young cowpoke on a picnic when 
applied with the information that it 
was Indian medicine. Does not cit- 
ronella strike a chord of memory? 
And tansy, pyrethrum and fleabane 
have repellent qualities which were 
known to the ancients. 

One of the most wel- 
come harvests to come 
from the vegetable gar- 
dens of June is the 
makings for salads— 
particularly the lettuces. There are 
so many kinds and types of lettuce 
that it doesn’t seem credible that 
they all derived from that old bane 
of the garden, prickly lettuce, but 
they did, even head lettuce. My fa- 
vorite lettuce is romaine. Its long, 
crisp, boat-shaped leaves can hold 
a cargo of mixed salad or they can 
be made into single-lettuce salad. 
For tender succulence the old 
standby Oak Lear is hard to sur- 
pass. It also seems to be more re- 
sistant to the effects of hot weather 
than most sorts, although there are 
several varieties which are heat re- 
sistant. Chicory and endive are first 
cousins of lettuce and, properly han- 
dled, make a worthy contribution to 
salads. As grown in the garden both 
of these are too bitter for most tastes. 
Endive forms a loose head which is 
blanched by tying its outer leaves to- 
gether or by covering with a pail. 
There remains a zesty tang in the

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leaves, but the palate-shriveling bit- 
terness has been blanched out. This 
year I am trying witloof chicory 
(sometimes called French endive) 
for the first time. It does not go di- 
rectly from garden to salad bowl 
either, but is grown for its roots, 
which are transplanted in the fall to 
pails or boxes of earth and kept in 
a cool dark place, preferably a cel- 
lar. The tender white sprouts are 
then used for salads throughout the 
winter. 

First peas are on the table, with 

the last peas right behind them. By 
planting varieties with different ma- 
turity times one can gain a little, but 
if you like them as I do even this 
just isn’t enough. Neither do they 
like the hot weather of later summer. 
One way out of the dilemma is to 
make a second planting of WANDo, 
a variety which can stand heat better 
than most peas. But a different way 
and one that saves space—is to 
cut the vines off at the ground after 
the crop is harvested. The roots 
again put up a vine—smaller than 
the first and not so prolific, to be 
sure, but it will have peas on it. If 
you have means of watering, success 
is assured and a second crop may be 
plucked in early August. 
Have you tried making 
frozen jam? It’s worth 
every inch of freezer 
space it takes. It has a 
fresh fruit flavor which 
is entirely lost in cooked jams. 


2 cups of prepared berries or other 
fruit 

4 cups of granulated sugar 

2 bottle of liquid pectin 


Mash, grind or chop fruit. Add 
sugar and let stand for 30 minutes, 
stirring occasionally to dissolve the 
sugar. Add pectin and stir for 3 
minutes to distribute evenly. Pour 
into sterile jelly glasses and cover. 
Let stand 24 to 48 hours until jelled. 
Seal with paraffin or cover with alu- 
minum foil held on with rubber 
bands. Freeze. 

Pectin was used in the recipe 
above to protect the color and flavor 
of frozen fruits. You may have 
noticed that frozen berries especially 
have an unpleasant gaseous taste. 
Small amounts of pectin eliminate 
this. I haven’t yet come across any 
advice on the amounts of pectin to 
use but have had good results with 
| tablespoon of dry or 2 of liquid 
pectin for 4 cups of prepared fruit, 
with the usual 1 cup of sugar.®

HE STORY OF OUR GARDEN must necessarily be 

divided into two parts. The first era was that 

of our Dutch Colonial home, built about 1735, 

acquired in 1926 and used as a summer and 

weekend retreat; the second was that of our California 

modern home built in 1951 in West Nyack, New York, 
where we now live and garden all year. 

Some of the first part of the story must necessarily 
be told in the form of first person, singular, masculine 
gender, for it wasn't until 1946 that Marcia came as 
my bride to share the beauty and the work of the old 
house and garden in Blauvelt, N. Y., and to reap many 
of the penalties of my initial gardening mistakes. 


My interest in gardening began with some tulips 
I bought in the fall of 1927; my devotion to iris, which 
was to become a continuing love. was born two years 
later. Meanwhile, I became intensely interested in 
gladiolus and this was my principal flower interest for 
about ten years. At one time during this period I had 
a collection of all the outstanding varieties of gladiolus, 
both American and European, available at the time and 
[ wrote many articles comparing their merits. 

When my family and I acquired the Blauvelt prop- 
erty, there were a few Norway maples on the south 
side of the house, four willows (casualties of a hurricane 
ten years later) on the north, a Philadelphus coronarius 
on the east, a lovely old trumpet vine that covered a 
dead harp-shaped tree trunk near the front porch and 
some common lilacs, white and lavender, that draped 
their matted branches over an old well not far from the 
trumpet vine. Beyond these, the two acres were barren 
of horticultural material. This was the area that I 
would try to convert into a garden befitting the lovely 
old house with its thick stone walls, its gambrel roof 
and its feeling of quiet repose and of times past. 

If | cannot dismiss those early years of hard labor 
and awakening interest in horticulture, | can perhaps 
pass lightly over them. | remember full well the years 
it took to convert the field grass to a smooth and verdant

lawn; I can recall removing a dozen Norway spruces 
from a package so small that I carried it home under 
one arm. I can evoke pictures of the garden as it was 
each time there were new acquisitions—the sugar 
maples, the apple trees, the white pines, the elms, the 
birches, the climbing roses, the honeysuckle, the spirea, 
the forsythia and the innumerable other plants and 
shrubs. But time and memory condense the years and 
I best visualize the garden as it was in 1946 when we— 
Marcia and I—made it our year-round home. By then 
it was opulent with trees, shrubs and flowers, and it had 
acquired the sort of patina that comes not only with 
age but with a compatibility and blending of plant 
material and home. 


Convenience of access to our house by a new high- 
way had something to do with reorienting our garden; 
what was originally the back of the house, the west, 
now became the most used entrance. To the left of 
the driveway was a long robust hedge of Spirea Van- 
houttei which hid momentarily from view an expanse 
of lawn studded with beds—beds for irises, beds for 
daffodils and an especially large bed which we used as 
a mixed border. 

The border was our calendar. The grape-hyacinths, 
early tulips, pansies and dwarf doronicums meant that 
spring had begun in earnest, and by the time the lilacs 
bloomed we knew it was about May 12. Then the 
border had thick clumps of iberis and golden alyssum 
along its edges and the Phlox divaricata gave its blue 
accent to the later tulips. As the season advanced, there 
were the rich purple Siberian iris CAESAR’s BROTHER 
planted next to the bright pink poppy HELEN ELIza- 
BETH, and the light blue Siberian iris GATINEAU beside

a scarlet Oriental poppy. At one time or another the 
mixed bed also contained aquilegia, bleeding-heart. 
various alyssums, centaurea (cornflower), dianthus. 
foxglove. delphinium, sweet William, verbena, nigella 
(love-in-a-mist ), tithonia, cleome and phlox. Of course, 
this is only a sampling of the inhabitants of that mixed 
bed during those years—a full complement of all the 
different annuals was also set out each year for bloom 
later in the season. 

Shielding this area containing the mixed bed were 
masses of forsythia whose graceful branches of golden 
bells stood out brilliantly against the now-huge white 
pines. Beyond the pines were two quarter-acre fields 
adjacent to, but separated from each other by, sassafras 
trees. In one we grew irises, in the other, gladiolus. 
In June we devoted ourselves to crossing the irises and 
making those painstaking records so necessary for plant 
breeding; in August, we duplicated the procedure with 
the gladiolus. As our enthusiasm grew and as our 
specialization increased, so did our need for more space, 
so we would often rent another field several miles away 
where we could carry on additional experimental work 
in iris breeding. 


Near the gladiolus field and fronting a poultry shed 
was a small area which we euphemistically called our 
orchard—actually, it contained only a few apple and 
pear trees and a fence over which grew tangled grape- 
vines, but it represented a sampling of fruit. Wild 
clematis grew over the door of the shed and beds of 
peonies flanked the entrance. Here, too, was the lovely 
shrub Weigela florida, which bloomed with the iris. 

East of the shed and north of the house was a huge 
expanse of lawn that was a verdant setting for more 
beds of irises, which were flanked on one side by sev- 
eral feathery, dusty-pink beauty bushes (Kolkwitzia 
amabilis) and backed by tall Norway spruces. At the 
northern edge of the property were lovely old locust 


About the authors: Not to mention the outstanding con- 
tributions Fred Cassebeer has made to the iris world 
would be to let an important part of his story go un- 
told. Prior to and during World War II he edited the 
American Iris Society Bulletin and with much energy 
and enthusiasm helped to produce excellent issues.

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trees beneath which we had natu- 
ralized daffodils. 


As we look back we realize that 
it was an iris bed in this area that 
filled us with greatest satisfaction. 
It was about 6 feet wide by 60 feet 
long and it fronted an old stone wall. 
By this time we had begun to focus 
on irises and it was important that 
the irises in this bed be grown and 
displayed to perfection. To that end 
we bought top soil at $70 (pre- 
inflation) a load for this one bed! 
The results were magnificent! 


Of course, during this era we tried 
many other things. We had planted 
lily-of-the-valley beneath the trum- 
pet vine; FASHION and NEw YORKER 
roses near the brick wall; rose-of- 
Sharon beside the kitchen door; 
asters and chrysanthemums to be cut 
and brought in with the bitter-sweet 
and bayberry. Once, in an excess 
of zeal, we even planted a whole 
field of tomatoes. If we could not 
make all horticultural knowledge our 
province, we at least made a fair 
sampling from the catalogs! 

At what point in the midst of 
this horticultural oasis did we feel 
the need for change? Was it the day 
we detoured for the thousandth 
time around that magnificent speci- 
men of beech tree which we once so 
innocently had planted 10 feet from 
the back steps? Was it the day we 
transported machinery and tools for 
the hundredth time to our rented 
iris field? Was it the time that the 
overabundance of horticultural ma- 
terial around the house made us feel 
like victims of giant vegetive octo- 
puses? Or was it that wonderful 
Sunday in June 1948 when our son 
John first opened his clear blue eyes 
and we felt inspired to make a new 
world for him? Actually, it is un- 
likely that any changes occur in one 
great climactic moment. Possibly 
they are evolutionary and cumula- 
tive and eventually bring one to a 
moment of decision. 

In any case, it was in June 1948 
that we bought the new property, in 
West Nyack, New York, and en- 
tered what we call the period of spe- 
cialization or the monastic phase. 
Here indeed, if we may mix our 


metaphors, was a clean slate—6 
acres of empty field bounded on the 
north and south by banks of trees 
and, at the edge of the eastern slope 
by 7 acres of woodland. 


By now 


our interests were channeled; we 
would grow only daffodils and irises, 
with a few annuals around the house 
to give color in middle and late sum- 
mer. Never again would we have 
more horticultural material than we 
had time and strength to care for. 
The house, appropriately enough, 
would be California modern. 


By the time our home was com- 
pleted in November 1951, the gar- 
den had a semblance of the new 
form. Two 250-foot strips, each 8 
feet wide, stretched from the road 
(west) side to the east and formed a 
vista to the woodland. The beds 
contained only the choicest daffodils 
(about 100 varieties), choice tall 
bearded iris, Siberian iris and a few 
peonies for color when the irises 
were past bloom. At a respectable 
distance from the house, on the 
south, we planted two maple trees 
which we had taken from the back 
woods. On the west, a good 40 feet 
from the entrance of the house, we 
planted six groups of gray birches 
and naturalized under them some of 
the older, dependable varieties of 
daffodils such as GERTIE MILLAR 
and Daisy SCHAEFFER. Meanwhile, 
we had transplanted our entire col- 
lection of irises; now it filled an acre 
to the south, and was within hose 
distance of the house and its three 
outside faucets—what luxury! 


Someday, we dreamed, we would 
clear out the underbrush in the 
woodland so that the small brook in 
its midst would be accessible. Here 
we would have paths bordered with 
primulas and daffodils; indeed, we 
even braved the poison-ivy and tan- 
gled masses of underbrush to plant 
a few daffodils and primulas on the 
banks of the choked brook. The 
dream died abornin’-—to be replaced 
by a reality that even yet leaves us 
delightfully ‘incredulous. in- 
nocent little brook with its flow so 
impeded by vegetation that some- 
times one was hard put to find it was 
the cause of it all. A water company 
had applied to the state for permis- 
sion to utilize the natural water basin 
that was our woodland to build a 
reservoir. How vehemently we and 
our neighbors opposed this intrusion, 
how sad we were to lose acres of our 
land and this natural aviary. Truly 
this was a case of having beauty 
thrust upon us. Now the 30 feet of 
windows that comprise the southeast

corner of our house look upon this 
beautiful lake bordered on the other 
side by fields and trees and with a 
mountain range in the distance. It 
is a sweeping panorama that resem- 
bles a stage setting. Herons and 
American egrets are few now but 
migrating wild ducks and a variety 
of shore birds console us for the 
loss of more familiar birds. 


The entire eastern slope of our 
garden is now utilized by tiers of 
iris beds that follow the natural land 
contours. One bed contains the new- 
est varieties of irises from hybridiz- 
ers throughout the country; another 
is planted with varieties of our own 
origination; still another with varie- 
ties that have frilled edges, repre- 
senting the latest achievement in 
iris hybridizing, and still others with 
seedlings and named varieties of all 
colors. Rows in the field are num- 
bered alphabetically; beds, numeri- 
cally. Gone is the gay insouciance 
of plants gone awry and the neces- 
sity for helter-skelter search for a 
special variety. Even the few visi- 
tors who still have a feeling of nos- 
talgia for the old place find a sense 
of peace in the uncluttered grounds, 
in the scenic background, and in the 
orderly arrangement that permits 
them to find easily their favorite 
varieties. 

It is in the nature of things. or 
perhaps in the nature of gardeners, 
that good resolutions about restraint 
and specialization are not completely 
honored. While we now concentrate 
on daffodils and irises, we have not 
been able to resist some variation 
and experimentation. The flowering 
crab-apples we planted eight years 
ago are a glory now. Eight of the 
dozen seedling dogwoods we trans- 
planted in front of the north bank 
of trees have survived and give 
promise. In May each of the three 
lilacs shows a panicle or two of 
fragrant flowers. The smoke-tree al- 
ready shows a blob of fuzz from a 
distance and thus far the tender 
Albizzia Julibrissin rosea has sur- 
vived. It will be a few years yet be- 
fore the two peach trees and the 
beach-plum bear fruit. but the 
golden-chain tree (laburnum) al- 
ready gives a shower of gold in June. 
This year the maples really looked 
like trees and even gave some shade. 


The lovely yellow rose GOLD Cup, 
which we planted beneath the big 


windows, showed off well and con- 
tinued blooming sporadically for 
months. The Philadelphus corona- 
rius, planted a short distance away, 
is growing rapidly. In October, we 
had a fine show of a half-dozen va- 
rieties of chrysanthemums to fill in 
for the roses, and nearby the pyra- 
cantha was a mass of scarlet berries. 
Last fall we planted a 5-foot Styrax 
japonica and we are now eagerly 
waiting to see its handsome, grace- 
fully drooping white flowers. 


Beside our front steps, on the 
west, we have a 7-foot-square brick 
window box. Thus far, at various 
times, it has held tuberous begonias, 
nasturtiums, phlox and marigolds. 
On one side of the brick walk which 
leads to the entrance, we have had 
strawberries to tempt our guests and 
entice the birds; tulips in a variety 
of color that were stalwart and tri- 
umphant, and dwarf marigolds and 
zinnias to round out the season. On 
the side of the brick walk near the 
house is our foundation planting and 
here our enthusiasm for quick effect 
tempered our resolve not to over- 
plant. The Pfitzer’s juniper is al- 
ready crowding the Ghent azalea, 
the dwarf pine is being overshad- 
owed by yews, and the seedling 
cedar which we took from beside 
the road and put below a window 
is shadowing it. The flowering tree 
peony, the white daffodils and a 
group of fascinating tulips are being 
obscured. This is our “margin for 
error’ area. By confining most of 
our over-planting to this small por- 
tion of the garden, we can express 
our enthusiasm and easily rectify 
our errors. This fall, before error 
takes over completely, we shall re- 
move the offending shrubs to fill 
empty spaces on the east side of 
the garage, which adjoins the house. 


Seven years have passed since we 
cast off the old for the new and 
our delight remains undiminished. 
Whether we watch a sunrise cast a 
glow over the clear, uncluttered ex- 
panse that is now our garden or see 
the moon dapple gold on the water 
and bathe the garden in its mellow 
light, whether we watch the tender 
green of spring emerge or see the 
russet and gold of fall. the scene is 
ever new and is always filled with a 
promise of things to come. In truth, 
we feel we have built a more stately 
“mansion” !® 
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Northern 
Pointers

Extend peony season; delphinium; 
time to mulcl., supports for plants; 
pruning shrubs; lace bug and mites; 
destroy poison-ivy; house plants. 


7 HIS MONTH, when roses, bearded 
iris, peonies, oriental poppies 
and others are at or near their peak 
of beauty, is a good time to visit 
botanic and private gardens and 
nurseries to note new plants that 
could add beauty to one’s own place. 

e Extend peony season—Tree 
peonies (which may be past their 
prime) have had a checkered garden 
career but are again becoming popu- 
lar. Since their gorgeous blooms ap- 
pear about three weeks before the 
herbaceous ones they lengthen the 
peony season. Plant this fall. 

Delphinium—Vegetatively 
propagated varieties of delphinium 
are available. However, seedlings, 
either purchased or home raised, of 
the excellent strains that come very 
true to color and form are generally 
preferred because of their short life 
in warmer parts of the Northeast. 

e Time to mulch—Summer 
mulching to maintain an equable 
soil temperature and lessen surface 
evaporation is now in order. In ad- 
dition to the dust mulch formed by 
shallow hoeing, such materials as 
grass clippings, old hay, buckwheat 
hulls, ground corncobs, compost and 
peat moss can be used where they 
are most appropriate. Black plastic 
is very efficient whether laid between 
‘rows of crops or slit to allow plants 
to grow through. 

e Supports for plants—Staking 
of some tall herbaceous and annual 
plants is necessary. For subjects 
with thin stems twiggy brush can be 
used. For stouter stems there are 
many forms of metal supports on 
sale.. Three stakes around a plant 
allow the stems to assume a more 
natural position than when bunched 
around a single stake. 

e Pruning shrubs—Spring-flower- 
ing shrubs should be pruned as soon 
as they finish blooming. These in-

clude most of the spireas, deutzias, 
mock-oranges, weigelas et cetera. A 
few of the oldest stems can be cut 
out near ground level and most of 
the flower-bearing shoots can be cut 
off. If some pruning is done each 
year the shrubs will never become 
overgrown, 

e Lace bug and mites—Graying 
foliage on spruces signals attack by 
spruce mite; spray with aramite or 
Ovotran. If lace bug is becoming

active on the leaf undersides of 
rhododendrons (including azaleas), 
or pieris, and control was not ex- 
ercised late last month, spray now 
and again in late July with mala- 
thion. Use the same material or 
lindane on birches for control of 
leaf miner. 

e Destroy poison-ivy — Spray 
thoroughly for a complete kill. 

e House plants — Most house 
plants benefit from two or three 
months in the open air. Plunge to 
the rims of the pots in a shady loca- 
tion as soon as continuing warm 
weather seems assured. 


Question of the Month 


Q. 1 would like to grow climbing 
shrubs against my brick house wall. 
I was told that a trellis support for 
them should be placed 6 inches in 
front of the wall. Is this so? 

A. For a wall with a southerly 
exposure it is desirable that there be 
an air space between the stems of 
the climbers and the wall. Reflected 


heat may be great enough to injure 
some plants if fastened directly to 
the wall.®

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HE BEAUTY OF BLUE is elu- 

sive and must be sought 

after. Many of our garden 

plants cry for attention with 
hot colors which seize the eye and 
then in some way offend it. Blue 
seldom offends. 

You can bring the beauty of 
blue into your garden with irises. 
Blue in endless variations of tint 
and shade; blue through months of 
blooming. Even in earliest spring, 
when only the winter aconites dare 
risk the late storms, you too can 
have beautiful blue irises in your 
rock garden. The incredibly blue 
hybrids of J. reticulata, such as 
CANTAB, followed by the velvety 
blue-purple of J. reticulata itself, 
announce the coming of another 
garden year before the crocuses, 
before the daffodils. These little 
bulbous iris are so modest in price 
that you can plant many to make 
showy clusters of color which may 
even show bravely through the 
white blanket of a late snow. Plant 
in groups for best effect. 


After the bulbous iris have gone, 
and while the daffodils still linger, 
the dwarf bearded iris bring color 
in larger portions. Larger by com- 
parison, but still for the rockery or 
the tront of the border, these perky 
little plants may be as small as 4 
inches or as large as 10 inches in 
height. The blossoms are a bit 
large for the height, but still in 
pleasing proportion. And they are 
so numerous! The plants tend to 
form compact cushions of foliage 
instead of spreading, and when well 
grown they are covered with bloom. 


Nearly all colors are available 
now in dwarf bearded iris, and the 
blue varieties range from almost 
black to the palest of flax tints. 
Indeed, one small iris is named 
Fairy FLAX. Though it exceeds 
the accepted limit of height for 
dwarfs, it blooms with them, carry- 
ing pale flax-blue blossoms grace- 
fully on 12-inch stems. SULINA is 
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one of the smallest bearded iris, 
usually reaching only 4 inches and 
making the typical compact mound 
of bloom. It is the darkest of 
blues, tending toward violet and 
accented by a lilac-blue beard. 
AzuREA and BLUE BAND, both 6 
inches in height, give a sky-blue 
effect in the border though both 
have some lilac in their make-up. 
Nothing can bring the color of the 
sky into your early spring garden 
so cheerfully and in such large 
measure as these tiny plants, with 
their profusion of bloom. 


Even the bluest of skies becomes 
boring if its heavenly color is not 
patterned and accented by fluffy 
white clouds. And the rose tints 
of sunset make a blue sky more 
dramatic. This is likewise true in 
your garden. An all-blue garden 
would soon pall. Blue needs other 
colors, to constantly remind you 
of its beauty. Blue needs white, 
and it needs yellow; but most of all 
it needs white. 

There are few perennials which 
provide blue. Delphinium does, in 
wonderful variety. But delphinium 
suffers in hot, dry areas. Lupine 
does, but lupine is also difficult un- 
less the climate is cool and moist. 
Small perennials can be used for 
blue, but not in large masses. Cam- 
panula, aquilegia and flax are all 
wonderful for light touches of blue, 
for airiness and for contrast. But 
when you want to bring the heav- 
ens into your garden in large 
masses, Only tall bearded iris will 
serve. With tall bearded iris you 
can capture all the blues of the sky 
plus the fluffy whiteness of summer 
clouds and the rosy pink of sunset. 
Accent the delicate tints of BLUE 
SAPPHIRE, ELEANOR’S PRIDE or 
Lapy RocGers by planting next to 
them clean white irises such as 
WEDDING BouQuET, CLIFFS OF 
DoveR or SPANISH PEAKS. Create 
a perfect garden picture by using 
the rich medium blue of BIG GAME 
for one point of a triangle, NEw 
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DRAWINCS BY ALLIANORA ROSSE 


SNow and FoxFire for the other 
two points. The warm white of 
New Snow intensifies the golden 
yellow of FOxFiRE, and the two 
make a perfect foil for BIG GAME. 


Galilee is one of the bluest of tall 
bearded iris. Place it with a cool 
white such as SPANISH PEAKS and 
a clean pink such as HAPPY BIRTH- 
DAY. You will find this most pleas- 
ing. Pinks containing much salmon 
cannot be used in such a grouping 
for they tend to look “dirty” and 
spoil the pristine cleanliness of the 
color scheme. 


The tall bearded iris will bring 
the sky into your garden for more 
than a month, and then they make 
way for later-blooming plants. But 
before the tall bearded cease to 
bloom, the graceful Siberian iris 
(1. sibirica) begin, and continue for 
some weeks after others are gone. 
The Siberian iris are often over- 
looked. Perhaps this is because 
they do come into blossom while 
all attention is focused upon the 
bold beauty of the tall bearded va- 
rieties. But the wise gardener will 
seek them out and use them to 
bridge the gap between the tall 
bearded and the Japanese iris. En- 
tirely hardy in all parts of the 
country, floriferous to a surprising 
degree and graceful even when not 
in bloom, they are an excellent 
garden perennial and deserve to be 
used more extensively. 


Most Siberian iris varieties are 
about 3 feet tall, but there is one 
tiny beauty which should be in 
every rockery. It is ACUTA, a 
dainty 12-inch plant with well- 
proportioned flowers of blue and 
white. BLUE CHARM is a very large 
light blue which grows 3 feet tall. 
CooL SPRING and MOUNTAIN LAKE 
also grow tall and are light blue in 
color. For dark accents use 
CAESAR’S BROTHER or TROPIC 
NIGHT, but use them toward the 
back of the border for they will

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approach 4 feet when well grown. 
To accent these blues, use white 
Siberian iris. SNOWCREST, TUNK- 
HANNOCK and WHITE EMPRESS are 
thoroughly satisfactory and all grow 
to about 3 feet in height. 

The Siberian iris will carry the 
sky on their graceful shoulders with- 
out complaint for several weeks past 
the bloom period of the tall bearded 
varieties, but their bloom must end 
too. Whether or not you can keep 
large splashes of blue in your bor- 
ders after that depends upon you. 
It can be done, but not without a 
bit of work. The early bulbous iris, 
the dwarfs, the tall beardeds, and 
the Siberian iris all cheerfully accept 
the same treatment. Food for one is 
food for all. But not so the Japanese 
irises. Lime, cheerfully accepted by 
the others, means sickness to Japa- 
nese iris. And they want water in 
large quantities during the weeks be- 
fore bloom. The diligent gardener 
will shrug off these problems and 
place Japanese iris right in the bor- 
ders, making sure the soil around 
them is kept acid and that they are 
kept soggy-moist in spring and until 
they bloom. (See FLOWER GROWER, 
July 1958, page 40.) 


Handled in separate beds or right 
in the border with other plants, 
Japanese iris can continue the show 
of blue into summer. Of the im- 
ported varieties, SHIMEI-NO-AKI is 
an excellent porcelain blue marked 
with white. The excellent white 
Iso-NO-KAMONE is a good com- 
panion. Of domestically bred va- 
rieties which should be entirely 
hardy anywhere, CATHERINE PARRY 
and FASCINATION are good blues, 
while GOLD BOUND is a satisfactory 
white even though it is “warm” in- 
stead of “cool.” One newer Ameri- 
can variety deserves special mention. 
It is PIN STRIPE, a pure white with 
pencilled blue markings. A striking 
feature of this flower is that the 
crests are intensely blue, giving the 
overall effect of a blue flower 
though actually much of it is white. 

While your garden is in bloom, 
make the changes in your plantings 
which you know should be made. 
Now is the time to plan for next 
year. Make notes and drawings of 
things you want to do this fall. 
Include special groupings of irises 
in your notes: blue, white, yellow 
and pink irises. But above all,

That 
opinion is based on a one-year trial in 
my garden. -After most discouraging 
spring and summer weather, it pro- 
duced shapely bushes close to 3 feet 
tall and almost as much across. These 
were literally covered with large (22 
inches across, making it as large as 
some Shasta daisies), pure white 
flowers with golden centers, from early 
September until freezing weather. 


Early And Late Strawberries: If you 
like strawberries (and who does not?) 
and grow at least some of your own, 
you will be interested in two varieties 
to extend the picking season—EAarLI- 
DAWN and LATE GIANT. EARLIDAWN 
is One of the earliest strawberries— 
four or five days earlier than BLACK- 
MORE. An extra-early variety always 
has to fight against frost to produce a 
crop; EARLIDAWN performs the trick 
by keeping its flowers below the foliage 
so frost cannot get at them. The usual 
result: a good early crop of medium- 
sized fruits with good strawberry 
flavor and tartness. Buntings’ Nurs- 
eries, Selbyville, Delaware, has it. 

On the other end of the season 
is Late GIANT, which I find listed 


by Ackerman Nurseries, Bridgman, 
Michigan. It is so late that it usually 
blooms when other varieties are pro- 
ducing berries, thus extending the 
picking season a few more weeks. 
Fruits are large, of excellent quality 
and with some of the sweetness of 
wild strawberries. 


Dwarf Peach Sunhaven: Gardeners 
with limited planting area will be par- 
ticularly interested in a new dwarf 
peach tree. I saw 4-foot trees last 
year, loaded with fruit, at Zilke 
Brothers Nursery, Baroda, Michigan. 
The trees had been budded on a 
special stock which will keep the 
mature tree about 6 feet tall, it is said, 
making it possible to spray and pick 
without special equipment. Dwarf 
SUNHAVEN bears when the trees are 
young and fruit ripens early in the 
season—a month or more earlier than 
ELBERTA and more than a week ahead 
of REDHAVEN. Best of all, it has the 
splendid quality which seems inherent 
in the Haven varieties. 


Turnip Golden Ball: If you don’t 
like turnips it is probably because you 
never tasted any of the better yellow- 
fleshed ones like GOLDEN BALL. The 
white-fleshed ones that I have grown 
soon get too strong to suit me but I 
can always enjoy the delicate flavor of 
GOLDEN BALL even after weeks in 
storage. When it has just grown to 
table size, about 2 months after sow- 
ing, it is almost as good as a well- 
grown ALTA SWEET rutabaga. Grow 
a few GOLDEN BALL turnips without 
check, and use them while small; then 
write me if you don't agree about 
flavor. Seeds are available from R. H. 
Shumway Seedsman, Rockford, Il- 
linois. 


Rhubarb Valentine: Because Way- 
side Gardens, Mentor, Ohio, is synony- 
mous with flowers and shrubs one is 
apt to forget that they search the world 


for worth-while novelties in a few 
economic crops. One of these is the 
new red rhubarb VALENTINE, One of 
the best of the much-sought-after red- 
stalked varieties. Stalks are really red, 
not merely on the outside but all the 
way through and are sweet enough to 
eat in the raw state. It is reported to 
need less sugar when cooked than 
other varieties. Rhubarb can be frozen 
for a winter treat. 


Cryptanthus Zonatus: There may 
be some bromeliads that are difficult 
to grow, but that certainly does not 
include this cryptanthus species that 
has found its way into my window 
garden. Cryptanthus zonatus, with 
its crinkly-edged, green, cream-and- 
brown-banded leaves, would delight 
any gardener. These leaves form a 
prickly rosette and make a year-round 
ornament. They take up little space 
in a sunny window and require less 
attention than almost any plant of 
equal beauty. The foregoing state- 
ment that they take up little room and 
the botanists’ description of leaves 9 
inches long are not contradictory. The 
botanists are talking about plants 
growing in their native Brazil while | 
refer to my Own experience in which 
a plant was kept contented in a 2!2- 
inch pot with light sandy soil for sev- 
eral years. And during that time if | 
forgot to water it for a week or two it 
did not complain at all. You will find 
it listed in the catalog of Merry Gar- 
dens, Camden, Maine. 


Johnny-Jump-Ups: Looking for a 
hobby within your gardening hobby? 
May I suggest Johnny-Jump-Ups 
(violas)? I know of nothing in the 
plant world—not even orchids or any 
of the other aristocrats—that would 
give me more pleasure than to com- 
mence to collect Johnnies. My intro- 
duction to the hobby came when I 
read in one of the late Louise Beebe 
Wilder’s books of the cult which was 
then in existence. In a few years I 
had literally hundreds of distinct 
Johnnies, some of them with the most 
charming faces that I have ever seen 
on a viola. A good start along the 
fascinating journey would be for you 
to get a packet of mixed viola seed 
from George W. Park, Greenwood, 
South Carolina.®

Ss IN FLOWER, magnolias never fail to 
attract attention and admiration. They 
grow well under a wide range of climatic con- 
ditions and there are varieties which will suc- 
ceed in all but the driest and coldest regions. 

A magnolia, either tree or shrub, makes a 
bold plant which should be used where a strong 
accent is desired. Its main season of interest 
is spring when it is in flower; foliage and fruit 
are not always showy although the leaves of 
some evergreen species can be outstanding. As 
trees, magnolias are fairly wide spreading and 
the bark is easily injured so they are not recom- 
mended as street trees. 

Magnolias should always be moved with a 
good ball of soil about the roots. Many nurs- 
eries now offer the plants in cans or tubs 
making it possible to transplant successfully 
even in full growth. Keep plants watered in 
summer.®

Above: Magnolia stellata, sometimes referred to as Magnolia 
Halliana, is one of the most graceful magnolias. Plant forms a 
spreading shrub, seldom more than 10 feet high, which makes it 
an ideal selection for the small home property. The pure white 
flowers are deliciously fragrant. Popularly called starry mag- 
nolia, it is one of the first magnolias to bloom in the spring. 
Plants are hardy, withstanding low temperatures of —5° to —10°. 


At right: Magnolia soulangeana alba, white saucer magnolia, in 
full bloom. Large cup-shaped flowers, ranging from white to 
purple, appear before leaves. Plants are shrublike but can be 
trained to a single trunk. Cucumber-like seed pods open in fall 
to display red seeds within.

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Above: Magnolia Sieboldi, sometimes 
listed as M. parviflora, is native to Japan 
and Korea. Mature height is about 25 
feet. Flowers are white, fragrant, cup- 
shaped, 4 to 5 inches in diameter with 
scarlet stamens. It differs from most 
magnolias in that flowers are produced 
over a period of several weeks rather 
than all at once. Foliage is not as at- 
tractive as some magnolias. Plant is 
quite hardy, withstanding at least —5°,

drained, fairly rich loam and in full 
sun. Applications of lime and ma- 
nure or fertilizer should be made 
every few years. 

If a lilac bush is neglected for 
several years it soon becomes a 
dense thicket. Each summer a tre- 
mendous number of suckers or stems 
are produced about the base of the 
plant. If all are allowed to grow, 
vitality and blooming ability are 
diminished. A yearly pruning pro- 
gram is the best and easiest way to 
maintain a well-shaped plant. Re- 
move all suckers not needed to pro- 
vide a good shape; then cut out 
enough branches to maintain a fairly 
open center. 

After flowers fade, clip off the old 
heads. This improves the appear- 
ance of the shrub and conserves the 
plant strength by not permitting 
seeds to form. Cut flower heads 
back only to the base of the flower 


FLOWER GROWER 
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stem; if cut farther next year’s flower 
buds will be removed. If a bush is 
very overgrown, gradually remove a 
few branches each year so all bloom 
isn’t lost at one time. 

An aggravating pest of lilac is the 
thick, wormlike borer. When pres- 
ent, leaves suddenly wilt. The borer 
hollows out the stem, thus inhibiting 
the flow of water. Usually a small 
opening made by the borer can be 
found in the bark near the ground. 
Kill borer by using a wire probe or 
fill hole with a commercial borer 
preparation. A recent innovation is a) 
a special chemical in aerosol bomb 
format. 

Other troubles occasionally ap- 
pear but are easily controlled: scale 
(use a dormant oil spray before buds 
open); mildew (dust with fine sul- 
fur); black spots on leaves (spray 
with bordeaux).

The Home 


Greenhouse 
by VICTOR GREIFF 


HIS MONTH the exodus to the out- 

doors of annual seedlings leaves 
some greenhouses bare for cleanup, 
repairs and painting. In addition to 
annuals, some greenhouses contrib- 
ute to the outside garden a wide 
spectrum of plant material from 
choice caladiums, tuberous begonias, 
fuchsias and impatiens for the shade 
garden to coleus and geraniums for 
sunny areas. 

Some greenhouse plants can sum- 
mer in outdoor plant refuges—peat- 
filled pits or tiered shelves. There 
cacti and succulents, begonias and 
even orchids can have their needed 
degree of sunshine or shade and 
shelter for the summer. 


A number of choice exotics need 
the year-round protection of the 
greenhouse and at this season they 
yield spectacular growth and bloom. 
Some are unsuited for outdoors be- 
cause of their size, which makes 
handling difficult. Among these are 
crinum, strelitzia, the long-spiked 
Oncidium  sphacelatum with hun- 
dreds of dancing lady orchids, tibou- 
china and most vines—cleroden- 
drum, Cissus discolor, bougainvillea 
and aristolochia. Other plants are 
better kept under glass because of 
their delicacy. These include rex 
begonias and the ferny Begonia 
foliosa, velvety-leaved gloxinias and 
some others in the interesting and 
varied gesneriad clan. 


The partly shaded greenhouse 
gives perfect haven this month to 
some of the most interesting and di- 
verse groups of plants. In the clear 
unshaded end, generally south, are 
the cacti, stapeliads and other sun 
lovers—all put on a fine show of 
growth and bloom. In the shaded 
part, tree-ferns and staghorn-fern 
luxuriate and many “house” plants 
really spread themselves and de- 
velop for the next year—colorful 
dracenas, large-leaved philoden- 
drons and rich Anthurium crystal- 
linum. The annual sojourn in the 
greenhouse jungle is the secret of 


growing some of these exotic beau- 
ties in the house for part of the year. 

This month is punctuated by the 
appearance of the inflorescence on 
Aechmea fasciata, favorite bro- 
meliad of continental growers. The 
blue flowers produced from a light 
silvery “urn” and pink frosty cone 
make this the most decorative of the 
tribe. The inflorescence remains 
beautiful for months. 


A house kept on the cool side 
may harbor delicate ferns such as 
the silky maidenhair Adiantum 
tenerum farleyense and the davail- 
lias; also many seedlings for later 
bloom under glass—cyclamen, cin- 
eraria, calceolaria, schizanthus. 
nemesia, streptocarpus and gloxinia 
from seed. Some of these will flower 
by Christmas, others almost a year 
or more later. 

Thus the greenhouse in summer 
can play the role of botanical de- 
light and exotic nursery. It aids in 
the outside garden program and also 
has a program of its own for each 
month of the year; even after 
“emptying out,” it is still well 
stocked. The greenhouse amateur is 
a gardener every day of the year and 
this month gives a clear demonstra- 
tion of the attractions of year-round 
gardening. 


Sowing seeds in a mixture of ver- 
miculite and perlite plus some milled 
sphagnum to bind the mass in place. 
has recently been found to aid seed 
germination. Glenn Viehmeyer of 
the North Platte, Nebraska, Experi- 
ment Station finds the ratio of 2:2:1 
to be most effective. Of course, with 
such a medium, soluble fertilizer 
must be used at frequent intervals 
to provide nutrients. 


Choice gloxinia tubers are a good 
investment. Grown generous- 
sized containers with rich, moist soil 
and frequent applications of liquid 
fertilizer, particularly manure water 
or fish emulsion, they will make 
huge and floriferous plants. Favar- 
ite varieties can be increased by leaf 
cuttings. Some growers say they 
act just like African-violet leaves by 
sending up new plants while the 
original leaf remains green. For me 
the leaf dries off, leaving a small 
tuber which, after a dormant period, 
makes a vigorous plant. At any 
rate, once the tuber is formed suc- 
cess is assured.®

of uncommon beauty. Plants are so small that é , / 
almost any garden can hold many varieties and most ie 
are easy to grow. In my New York garden, visitors 
exclaim in greater delight over the delicate beauty of 
small beardless species than they do over the loveliest = 7 
of the familiar tall bearded iris, which bloom at the 
same time. 

Iris gracilipes, a crested species (typified by linear 
crest at base of each fall) that grows wild in Japan, 
nestles in moist leaf mold beside a shaded boulder in 
my garden. It is the smallest iris | know. Flat lavender 
or mauve flowers, only 1'%4 inches across, rise above 
foliage narrow as a grass blade on slender, branched 
6-inch stems. The small golden crest is surrounded by 
a gold-embroidered area of white. A white form, 
equally beautiful, does not bloom as well for me. Both 
humus and moisture are essential for these. 

The flower shape of another crested iris, /. tectorum 
alba, corresponds closely to the formal fleur-de-lis 
design of heraldry. It is extravagantly admired by all 
comers. The flowers are almost 3 inches across, per- 
fectly flat, upfacing, and of a pure glistening white

touched with gold. The plant is low 
growing, with short, broad, thin 
foliage and short, sturdy flower 
stalks. It likes a rich, heavy soil 
and needs frequent transplanting be- 
cause of its shallow root system. 
The blue variety, though the petals 
are interestingly marked with evenly 
spaced darker blue splotches, is less 
outstanding. Both grow well for me 
in the front of a half-shaded border. 


Other beardless species blooming 
in my garden at the same time as the 
tall bearded iris are the spuria spe- 
cies 7, graminea (so named on ac- 
count of its grassy foliage) and those 
natives of our West Coast, /. tenax 
and J. innominata. Except in their 
native habitat, the latter two had 
best be grown from seed for they do 
not transplant easily. The gardener 
may have to experiment to find the 
most favorable environment for 
them, but once they find a spot to 
their liking they seem permanent 
and are worth a bit of trouble. My 
I. tenax plants grow in full sun 
among some oncobred iris. Small 
pale lavender flowers have beautiful 
though narrow-petaled form; leaves 
are shiny, narrow and dark green 
with a heavy midrib. /. innominata, 
white and closely veined rosy-violet, 
is similar in both plant and flower 
but prefers to grow in half shade. 
I. graminea also likes shade. Its 
red-violet style arms extend down to 
the round blade of the falls, which 
are white and veined a brilliant blue. 
An identifying characteristic of this 
species is the broad leaflike flower 
stem beyond which the leaf extends, 
so that the flowers are down in the 
foliage. Since the leaves are so nar- 
row, the bloom is not at all hidden. 
This species is easy to transplant. 


The earliest-blooming iris which 
is really happy in the Northeastern 
states is the little bulbous /. reticu- 
lata, or netted iris, so called because 
the bulb appears to be covered with 
a net. The unique leaf, a blunt, 
four-sided blue-green spear which 
comes up through the snow, is about 
10 inches high when the bloom ap- 
pears and grows to twice that height 
before it ripens and disappears early 
in June. It blooms in a protected 
sunny spot early in March in my 
garden—a fine, glowing blue-purple, 
wonderful against the snow. It has 
narrow, ribbonlike petals; falls are 
accented with a central bright golden 


spot. A delicate fragrance like that 
of violets is given off when flowers 
are brought into a warm room. 

The named varieties which I grow 
all bloom a few days later than the 
species. They are J. S. Dict, very 
similar to the species; HERCULES, a 
red-violet; WENTWORTH, a_ larger 
blue-purple with wide falls; RoyAL 
BLUE, well named; and the smaller, 
enchanting light blue CANTAB, even 
bluer and a little smaller than the 
tiny bearded pumila variety APRIL 
Morn, which starts to bloom soon 
after CANTAB fades—April 19 last 
year. 

Iris pumila and hybrids—first to 
bloom and smallest of the bearded 
iris—I. chamaeiris and hybrids and

Zua is classified as a border iris. It is 
taller than the dwarf but not as tall as 
the tall bearded. Color is blue-white; 
both standards and falls are serrated. 


I. flavissima and hybrids begin to 
flower in the middle of the daffodil 
season and contribute brilliant color 
to the spring garden. These little 
iris, usually without branches and 
ranging in size from 3 to 10 inches, 
have been recently reclassified by 
the American Iris Society as minia- 
ture dwarf bearded. With minor 
exceptions they are vigorous and 
prolific as well as charming; colors 
range through blue, yellow, green, 
rose, garnet, violet and purple to 
almost black. Some have standards 
of one color and falls of another. 
They are wonderful in the rock 
garden but they are also lovely in 
the foreground of the border, pro- 
vided it is well drained, and just the 
thing to tuck in any sunny spot that 
needs a spring accent of brilliant 
color. They will tolerate a limited 
amount of interplanting of small 
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rather delicate-leaved annuals for 
later color, though care must be 
taken to avoid smothering them for 
they must have sun to ripen their 
rhizomes and to help prevent rot. 
Like /. tectorum, they need frequent 
transplanting. 


Pumilas are the tiniest of the 
bearded iris and have no stem at all, 
though the perianth tube of the 
flower holds the petals 1 to 2 inches 
above the rhizome. The most beau- 
tiful pumila variety | have yet seen 
is Doriot’s BLUE FRosT, a clear 
smooth-textured light blue with per- 
fect form and good growing habits. 
The beard is white; the height about 
4 inches. Warburton’s new BLUE 
DOLL is a lavender-blue bitone with 
the same habit of well-spaced flow- 
ers and long bloom season, but not 
quite so fine a flower. Other good 


blues are Cook’s BLUE LILT and 
Sky PatcH, Welch’s BLUE Spor, 
and the lovely natural hybrid 


AzurREA (collected in 1876), with 
ruffled blue flowers. 

Choice varieties in other color 
groups include Cook’s STINT, deep 
purple with a blue beard which ac- 
centuates its charm, Welch’s deep 
blue-violet LitTLE Jor, and _ his 
choice Rep GEM, a velvety glowing 
wine—one of my favorites and a 
rapid increaser. 

Iris chamaeiris hybrids are in the 
taller range of miniature dwarfs— 
8 to 10 inches—and start blooming 
as much as a week later than the 
pumilas. Welch’s BLAZON, maroon 
with gold stitching around the beard, 
Reinhardt’s INKy, a dark violet with 
a lovely shape, HILL’s RED, an in- 
expensive rosy-violet of superior 
charm, and two Sass varieties, the 
new dark red-violet BLACK BABY 
and the older DARK RuBy, are all 
wonderful to dramatize yellows and 
lavenders. 

Among pale yellows, INCHALONG, 
YELLOW FRILLS, MOONGLEAM and 
Yto (which reblooms for me in 
July) are all desirable. PATH OF 
GOLD, a deeper yellow, covers itself 
with bloom. Robert’s new BARIUM 
GOLD is a deep gold pumila with a 
bright gold beard. 

LAVENDER DAWN is exceptionally 
fine, free-blooming and all lavender 
even to the beard. Buzzer, laven- 
der too, is another I like. 

Douglas’ BROWNIE is my favorite 
of all the brown dwarfs I’ve seen, 
and the brown ones are cute indeed.

Its only fault is that it almost 
blooms itself to death. (That can 
be a bad fault, but not so bad 
as a dreary commonplace flower.) 
Though technically a lilliput, it is 
only 8 or 9 inches tall. The falls are 
a light, warm brown; the pinkish- 
beige standards open slightly to 
show the bright orchid style arms, 
which light up the whole flower. 
VeRIGAY and BROWNETT are both 
well formed, bright variegatas (yel- 
low standards and different-colored 
falls, in this case red-brown). No 
garden should be without the charm- 
ing Gay Lassie and CHERRY SPOT, 
white and yellow, and white and red. 


A new iris classification, made 
necessary by the increasing compli- 
cations of breeding backgrounds, 
recognized the important new class 
of standard dwarf bearded iris. This 
includes the lilliputs and all species 
and other varieties of tall and dwarf 
parentage with height limits of from 
10 to 15 inches. They usually bridge 
the late dwarf and tall bearded 
bloom seasons. Some of them, in 
fact, have a longer blooming season 
than many varieties of tall bearded. 
Well-known lilliputs in this group 
include Douglas hybrids such as 
PaGAN MupGeTt, LILLIPUT, and 
Happy THOUGHT, and the Cook 
quartet BaRIA, BRITE, FAIRY FLAX 
and that first-rate charmer GREEN 
Spor. 

Tops among the new introduc- 
tions of Warburton is BRAssIE. It is 
a vivid gold-dusted yellow, long 
blooming and of good form and sub- 
stance. Expensive now, but it in- 
creases so rapidly that the price will 
soon be within everyone's reach. 
Another one, Missig£, to be intro- 
duced this year, is a blue bitone 
child of Fairy FLAX. 

Four other 1958 introductions of 
standard dwarf bearded are Muhle- 
stein’s PAPER AND INK, a 14-inch 
white with a blue “ink” spot just 
below the beard; Greenlee’s 12-inch 
BAINBRIDGE, a snowy white with 
blue markings on the falls; Welch’s 
Rep-Litwi is, | am told, a 12-inch 
red bitone with yellow beard. His 
LILLI-WHITE, newly arrived in my 
garden and highly recommended by 
iris judges who have seen it, is de- 
scribed as a delicately ruffled pure 
white with good substance. 

Also rather new are Jonas’ First 
CALL, an unusual little iris of pixie 
charm, with orchid falls and pale

FLOWER GROWER 
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Roses for 
sourmets 


by DORIS E. STEBBINS 


OR ME roses hold a double 
F charm. I love them in my gar- 
den and all around the house wher- 
ever I can possibly find spots for 
them. I have also discovered that 
rose petals can add an exotic note of 
flavor and fragrance to everyday 
cooking. I think this taste was de- 
veloped when, as a child, I liked to 
pick petals from my mother’s choice 
pink roses and nibble of their satiny 
fragrance. | found that they tasted 
just as they smelled—heavenly! 

Here are some of my choicest 
rose recipes. I know you'll enjoy 
them as much as I do; I think. you'll 
want to plant another rose bush or 
two, after you've tried them all. 


ROSE PETAL SYRUP 

rose petals 

sugar 

cold water 
Select fresh, unbruised petals; care- 
fully separate and spread on clean 
cloth or screen to dry (one or two 
days). When at least a quart of rose 
petals has been dried, press petals 
tightly together between the palms 
of your hands. Place the carefully 
pressed petals in a heavy enamel 
pan. Measure cold water used; 
barely cover petals with water; bring 
to boiling point over medium flame; 
gradually add 3 cups sugar for each 
cup of water used; boil slowly for 
ten minutes, or until syrup is formed. 
Strain through filter cloth; bottle: 
cork tightly. Keep two weeks betore 
using. Makes approximately '2 pint. 
The syrup may be used to flavor cus- 
tards, frostings, fruit drinks, pud- 
dings and fruit salads. 


ROSE-PETAL-FLAVORED BUTTER 
4 ounces sweet butter 
heavily scented petals of red roses 

Allow butter to stand at room tem- 
perature to soften slightly so it may 
absorb the rose flavor more readily. 
Arrange thin layer of rose petals 
in bottom of jar or dish which can 
be tightly covered; place butter over 
petals; cover butter with a thin layer 
of rose petals; cover jar tightly. Al-

Large leaves of peppermint, spear- 
ment and violet blossoms may be 
candied or crystallized in same way.

2 cups rose petals

Cut the rose petals into strips with 
kitchen shears, discarding the tough 
white base. Pack tightly in order 
to measure accurately, but do not 
Add to warm water and cook 
about ten minutes or until tender. 
Lift the petals’ carefully, allowing 
them to drain. Measure | cup rose 
petal liquid; add sugar and honey 
and cook until sugar spins a fine 
short thread (220°F.). Add the 
drained petals and cook very slowly 
about forty minutes. Add lemon 
juice and simmer until thick. Add 
a suggestion of pink coloring and 
seal at once. Makes 3 or 4 small 
glasses.

5 teaspoons dried rose petals

1 American Rose Society 
| celebrates 60th year 


by DR. R. 


C. ALLEN

SMALL GROUP of greenhouse 
men meeting in a hotel room in 
Atlantic City 65 years ago probably 
never dreamed that their creation 
would become one of the leading 
plant societies in the world. What 
happened at that meeting back in 
1894 is not too clear except that 
by common consent they decided to 
form the American Rose Society 
with John Craig as the first presi- 
dent. (While the organization actu- 
ally started in 1894, the Society has 
considered 1899 as the starting point 
as this was the time when regular 
meetings began. Hence, 1959 marks 
the Society’s 60th anniversary. ) 
Most of the early records of the 
Society were destroyed by fire; the 
few remaining proceedings give a 
clue to its first major projects: “To

promote the hybridizing of new 
varieties, offer prizes and awards for 
displays at the leading flower shows 
and disseminate information (pri- 


marily greenhouse) on rose culture.” 

As time went on, nurserymen 
who grew roses for garden use—the 
late Robert Pyle in particular—be- 
came interested in the organization 
and initiated a movement to make 
the Society more attractive to home 
gardeners. Mr. Pyle set about re- 
vamping the organization and _ its 
publications so that all rose inter- 
ests would be served. 

In pursuing this plan, he enlisted 
the cooperation of the late Dr. J. 
Horace McFarland of Harrisburg. 
Pennsylvania, a printer and plant 
photographer by profession and an 
ardent amateur gardener. In 1916 
Dr. McFarland agreed to compile, 
edit and publish a book on roses 
called the American Rose Annual. 
So popular was this first issue that 
memberships in the American Rose 
Society jumped from 240 to more 
than 1600. The Rose Annual has 
now been published for forty-three 
consecutive years. As time went on. 
Dr. McFarland became the world’s 
best-known and best-loved rosarian. 
His Breeze Hill garden in Harrisburg 
became a Mecca for rose lovers from 
all over the world. His writings— 
which included a monthly column 
in FLOWER GROWER—and stimulat- 
ing personality did much to advance 
the American Rose Society and 
gardening as a hobby. He and Mr. 
Pyle, who headed one of the most 
important rose nurseries, were an 
unbeatable combination when _ it 
came to popularizing the rose. 

Taken as a series, the Rose An- 
nual is an encyclopedia of rose his- 
tory and information, and each new 
edition is a yearbook of rose prog- 
ress. Many of its features are basic 
to the rose industry and hobby. 
From the very first it has recorded 
the new rose introductions. Each 
issue contains scientific information 
about roses, their culture and the 
prevention of diseases and pests. 

Probably the most popular and 
helpful feature in the Rose Annual

gardener decide what new roses to 
buy but it also gives him an op- 
portunity to compliment or criticize 
the new hybrids. 

One of the major contributions of 
the Society to the horticultural 
world is its rose registration work. 
For many years it has diligently 
recorded all new roses. Its code of 
rose nomenclature has had a bene- 
ficial influence on the naming of 
roses by discouraging duplicate 
names for different roses or more 
than one name for the same rose. 
Recently it was selected by the In- 
ternational Horticultural Congress to 
serve as the International Rose 
Registration Authority. A result of 
the Society’s registration program is 
the book Modern Roses V, which 
describes thousands of varieties. 

Through the organization's prizes 
and awards many individuals have 
been honored for their efforts in 
hybridizing new varieties better 
adapted to the American continent 
and for service to the rose and the 
Society. Several magnificent trophies 
reward amateur exhibitors at local 
and national shows. The J. Horace 
McFarland Memorial National and 
District Trophies were made pos- 
sible by contributions from the mem- 
bers of the Society and are among 
the highest awards offered at rose 
shows. 

Research has always been an im- 
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portant activity of the Society and 
it has sponsored many experimental 
projects at various educational and 
research institutions. Much of our 
knowledge of disease and insect con- 
trol on roses, the physiology and 
heredity of the rose plant has come 
from these research projects which, 
of course, have been reported in the 
Rose Annual, the AMERICAN ROSE 
MAGAZINE and scientific journals. 

One of the outstanding rose 
libraries in the country is maintained 
by the Society. Except for very rare 
and irreplaceable volumes, the books 
are available for loan by mail to 
members. For many gardeners this 
service is of inestimable value and 
for some it is the only source of 
horticultural reference material. 

The chief concern of the Society 
is to help the amateur gardener and 
most of its work is directed toward 
this group. It is entirely independent 
of any commercial influence and 
operates fairly and impartially for 
all rose interests. Its miscellaneous 
publications such as the books What 
Every Rose Grower Should Know, 
Guide for Beginners and Guide for 
Buying Roses are designed specifi- 
cally for the amateur. A rose-judge 
accrediting program has been most 
effective in improving rose shows, 
standardizing rose judging and in- 
creasing proficiency of judges. 

One important characteristic of 
the Society is its friendliness; it does 
many things to get rose enthusiasts 
to know one another. Local rose 
societies are organized, district and 
national conventions are held and 
lists are published of members’ gar- 
dens open to visitors. 

The more than 17,000 members 
of the American Rose Society come 
from all professions, occupations 
and walks of life. A more diversified 
and yet congenial group would be 
hard to find. 

No other plant society has such 
an ideal setting for its national head- 
quarters. Five years ago the city of 
Columbus, Ohio, extended an in- 
vitation to the Society to make its 
permanent headquarters there. As 
one inducement, the city put in a 
large public rose garden which has 
become one of the finest in the coun- 
try. In addition, a building adjacent 
to the rose garden was erected and 
rented to the Society. This progres- 
sive action on the part of the city 
administretion carries on the effort 
to make Columbus an ideal city.®

N THE ENTIRE CATALOG OF GARDEN MATERIAL, there 
is probably no one group of plants more neglected, 
in proportion to what they have to offer in the way 
of unusual beauty, variety of form and color, and 

ease of culture, than the summer-flowering bulbs. 

It is unfortunate that in most of the big catalogs 
dramatic color displays, with accompanying text, are 
devoted almost exclusively to the items which sell in 
the largest quantities; while many other things, although 
highly desirable, get little more than a listing and often 
not even that. 

This is. | suppose, a trend of the times, about which 
little or nothing can be done. However, the keen 
gardener may still find these neglected subjects, if he 
will take a little trouble to search for them, and will be 
doubly rewarded. For one thing, his garden will not 
be run-of-the-mill in character; for another, most of 
these things, once obtained, may be kept for years, if 
not indefinitely. 

When one speaks of summer-blooming bulbs, the 
first things to come to mind are gladiolus and dahlias. 
These get plenty of publicity and catalog space, so for 
this discussion we pass them by—except to mention in 
passing that the small-flowered dwarf dahlias that 
bloom freely the first year from seed—such as COLT- 
NEss GEM, UNWIN dwarfs, and the new SUNBURST— 
are among the most satisfactory of all flowers both for 
mass display and for cutting. 

Tuberous begonias, long neglected, are at last being 


by 
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widely publicized but are still offered 
mostly in mixture or by color. A few 
growers sell exquisite named va- 
rieties, and as a begonia tuber may 
easily be kept for ten years or 
longer, these are well worth the 
higher price they command. Seed- 
ling plants, in mixture, are usually 
of much better quality than the 
mixed tubers. Neither the hanging 
type nor the newer multiflora type 
—with much smaller flowers but 
many more of them—are as widely 
used as they deserve to be. 

As all tuberous begonias do well 


in light shade—even where sun- 
shine never reaches them—they 
have no equal for many difficult lo- 


cations. They do not like excessive 
heat and humidity nor strong winds. 
Few gardeners know the hardy per- 
ennial Begonia Evansiana, a real 
shade lover, which provides, in addi- 
tion to sprays of long-stemmed rose- 
pink flowers, attractive foliage for 
arrangements all season. 


Also wonderful for shady spots 
are the fancy-leaved caladiums. 
These have been used increasingly 
in the South for colorful beds and 
borders. With improved methods of 
getting them started in the North. 
they are becoming available as pot 
plants for spring sales. Set out when 
the weather begins to warm up, they 
provide immediate color in the gar- 
den scene and become more and 
more decorative until frost. Tubers 
are easily kept over for another year. 
The leaves, in many striking color 
combinations, are also dramatic in 
flower arrangements. 


Two of the gayest of all flowers 
for cutting—and equally effective in 
groups in the mixed border—are 
tritonias (montbretias ) and tigridias. 
Both provide excellent material for 
home arrangements and invariably 
make conversation pieces. These. 
too, are usually offered only in mix- 
ture but may be had in separate 
named varieties by those who will 
take the trouble to hunt for them. 
The mixtures, however, are ex- 
tremely satisfactory and not expen- 
sive. Unlike gladiolus, they continue 
flowering over a fairly long season. 

Both tritonias and tigridias are 
similar to gladiolus in their cultural 
requirements. In our experience 
they are somewhat hardier and will 
stand somewhat more shade. If 
taken up for winter storage, as they

usually are in the North, they should 
be stored in a slightly moist peat 
moss and sand mixture, as the small 
corms dry out more quickly than 
gladiolus. They multiply rapidly. 

Still another member of the gladi- 
olus family which is a favorite of 
ours is Acidanthera bicolor, which 
bears butterfly-like cream-white 
flowers with chocolate-colored stars 
at the centers. The delightfully fra- 
grant blooms are borne on 2-foot 
stems, rising from attractive gladi- 
olus-like foliage—exquisite for ar- 
rangements. 


For dramatic individual blooms, 
both in the garden and in arrange- 
ments, it would be difficult to find 
anything more striking than ismene 
(Hymenocallis calathina) and glori- 
osa, one of the most spectacular of 
all flowers, bulbous or otherwise. 
The former is a late-spring bloomer, 
the large bulbous roots of which 
should be planted at least 4 inches 
deep. They send up, with almost in- 
credible speed, stout flower spikes 
which terminate in a cluster of large 
white fragrant “lilies” with recurving 
petals. These are followed by long 
glossy strap-shaped basal leaves that 
are, to the flower arranger, invalu- 
able all summer long and make 
growing this rugged subject well 
worth the trouble. 

The gloriosa forms a_ wiry 
stemmed vine, to about 4 feet, which 
requires support. The fleshy, finger- 
shaped tubers may be started in- 
doors or set out in the open about 
dahlia planting time. The exotic 
flowers, produced in late summer 
and autumn, are a_ brilliant red. 
edged with gold, the petals recurved 
and twisted, striking where they 
grow and doubly so in a corsage or 
an arrangement. 

Neither ismene nor gloriosa is 
difficult to grow. Both like fairly 
rich, humusy soil and plenty of 
water. Both are tender north of the 
Mason-Dixon Line and should be 
taken up for winter storage. You 
will need a stout shovel to get the 
ismenes out—and the fleshy roots 
should be left on the bulbs while in 
storage. Merely trim them back 
slightly when replanting in spring. 
Both keep best if stored in a sand- 
peat mixture, at a temperature of 
around 50°. 


The so-called mystery-lily 
coris squamigera) should have a 


place in every garden, and yet one 
seldom sees it. Perfectly hardy, 
growing in either full sun or fairly 
heavy shade, and never—at least in 
our experience—troubled by any 
pest or disease, it persists year after 
year with no attention, increasing 
gradually without replanting. It pro- 
duces basal foliage in spring which 
disappears by midsummer and then 
suddenly, in late July or early Au- 
gust, sends up 2- to 3-foot stalks 
terminating in clusters of lovely pale 
lavender lilylike blooms, excellent 
either for cutting or to beautify a 
shaded nook or a bit of woodland 
where there is a ground cover of 
myrtle or pachysandra. 

One old-timer that has suffered a 
long—and perhaps well-deserved— 
eclipse is the stately canna (a plant 
that is not really bulbous, but has a 
thickened root stock). It was a 
ubiquitous centerpiece for the circu- 
lar, formal beds of grandmother's 
day. Now, however, in new forms 
and new colors, it is decidedly stag- 
ing a comeback. In the so-called 
Opera series, individual flowers of 
pastel shades are as large as modern 
gladiolus, and the heads are well 
filled out instead of being spiky and 
skimpy, as in the old varieties. In 
the brand-new Pfitzer dwarfs, the 
same lovely soft colors are borne on 
knee-high stems—one of the most 
promising new plants we know of.® 


Bertrand Farr Award 


to Hugh Russell 


Hugh Russell, one of the most 
celebrated American hemerocal- 
lis hybridizers, was given the 
Bertrand Farr Award for 1958. 
This Award is presented each 
year by the American Hemero- 
callis Society to an individual for 
outstanding work day-lily 
hybridizing. 

Mr. Russell is the first man 
ever to receive all the awards 
offered by a horticultural asso- 
ciation. He won the President's 
Cup of the American Hemero- 
callis Society in 1958 for the 
best day-lily at the National 
Convention. He was also named 
Member of the Year and re- 
ceived the Helen Field Fisher 
Award. In past years he has re- 
ceived several Awards of Merit 
and the Stout Medal, which is 
given for the best day-lily any- 
where in the world.

astic and gracious leadership of our 
president, Mrs. G. C. Spillers, whom 
many of you remember as president 
of the National Council of State 
Garden Clubs, 1951 to 1953. The 
Center’s numerous committees, and 
others who make the wheels go 
round, will say the same thing. 

Forgotten soon are the trials and 
tribulations attendant to giving a 
three-day Big Sale (profit this year, 
$2,700 on a miscellany of donated 
articles, large and small), the selling 
of advertising for our yearly Garden 
Center roster (courtesy of director 
George F. Racette) and the some- 
times seemingly innumerable ticket 
sales for benefits at the Center. 

Helpful to our cause, admittedly, 
are donations from garden clubs and 
gifts from other civic-minded indi- 
viduals. Membership dues from 
about 3,000 persons swell the total 
so that, thus far, funds have been 
adequate. We pay salaries to three 
full-time employees—secretary, li- 
brarian and caretaker—and_ there 
are always additional expenses under 
“operating and maintenance.” Our 
treasurer sets figures for last year’s 
average monthly expenses at $1200. 
Over and above this figure we have 
been able to make many improve- 
ments on the building itself and to 
purchase needed equipment. 

“We are in need of draw-draperies 
for our new auditorium,” announces 
our president to a group meeting at 
the Center. “Anyone who wishes to 
donate a window see me.” The 


needed draperies were not long in 
materializing. 

We wish that every reader of 
FLOWER GROWER could visit Tulsa’s 
Garden Center—not only once, but 
on several successive days. In no 
other way could we show you so well 
the many and varied garden activi- 
ties which take place there. Such a 
tour would also help answer the 
question so often asked of our direc- 
tor, George F. Racette: “Tell us, 
please, how Tulsa operates its Cen- 
ter. We would like to have a garden 
center in our city (or town).” 

Which leads us to say a word 
about our director, Mr. Racette. You 
might conceivably find it difficult, 
in your own proiect, to find such a 
man. Two years ago, Mr . Racette, 
a retired oil executive whose hobby 
is gardening, agreed to direct activi- 
ties at the Center on a volunteer 
basis. He is conscientious in his 
duties and generous as to time spent 
in promoting the good of the organi- 
zation. He has an able helper 
Mrs. Racette. You will agree that 
Tulsa Garden Center is fortunate. 

But speaking of activities in and 
around our “garden home” at 2415 
South Peoria Avenue, let’s take a 
typical day, Monday through Friday 
—unless held open over the week 
end, as it frequently is, for flower 
shows—from 10 A.M. to 4 P.M. 

You enter the east door and are 
greeted by a volunteer receptionist 
who has been recruited through her 
garden club. It is midmorning and

there is the hum of activity. Several 
women have paused at the seed ex- 
change, another profit-making idea 
which any club, or garden center, 
could emulate. Another group is 
admiring the flower arrangement, 
which is changed each week and 
photographed for publication in one 
of Tulsa’s daily newspapers. Still 
others have begun setting the table 
for tea in the Center’s dining room. 
Today, one of the garden clubs has 
scheduled a book review and tea for 
the benefit of the Center fund. One 
notices women busy in the new, 
ultra-modern kitchen—a gift, by the 
way, of the Public Service Company 
of Oklahoma. 

But you must see the new audi- 
torium—donated by the city and 
completed only last fall. The new 
addition is 57 by 54 feet. It has a 
generous stage and a lobby 18 by 
30 feet which may be added to the 
auditorium when needed for more 
seating capacity. The auditorium, 
thus, will accommodate 500 persons 
easily for the many lectures and 
meetings which take place there. It 
gives much-needed space, also, for 
large flower shows which often draw 
as many as 3,000 people in a period 
of two days. 

A public address system—given 
by our good friend and former Gar- 
den Center president, the late 
George W. Cunningham, and Mrs. 
Cunningham—adds much the 
auditorium’s usability. 

But let’s continue our tour up- 
stairs. Seasonal decorations for the 
stairwell are donated each week by 
the various garden clubs. 

Clever pine cone turkeys trimmed 
the stairwell last Thanksgiving. They 
were effective against a background 
of yellow chrysanthemums,

smaii lecture room down the hall. 
Oh, yes, this is the day that our 
trained horticulturist, who is also 
assistant county agent, has sched- 
uled a talk. He is discussing “How 
to Prune a Shade Tree” and illus- 
trating his talk by working on a fair- 
sized branch meant to represent the 
tree. 

The office in the east wing is be- 
coming better equipped all the time 
—a complete filing system, and re- 
cently a new addressograph do- 
nated by Tulsa Garden Club. Indis- 
pensable, too, is the mimeograph 
machine donated by the Tulsa Coun- 
cil of Garden Clubs. 

Now if you will come with me 
down the stairs and out the door at 
the back of our building I shall take 
pleasure in showing you the con- 
servatory.

Another junior high group meets 
and makes corsages. 

Our new plans are many—an ade- 
quate parking area and an over-all 
landscape design for the grounds and 
building are the most pressing. 

We feel that we shall have no 
trouble in advancing our work. You 
will understand our adequate organ- 
ization better, | believe, if I name 
board committees in full. In addi- 
tion to our faithful officers, the ex- 
ecutive board is composed of the 
following committees: building 
maintenance, bulletin, conservation, 
exhibition, finance and budget, his- 
torian, home gardens and city beau- 
tification, horticulture. 

Hospitality, house, junior gar- 
deners, library, membership, nomi- 
nating, parliamentarian, program, 


policy, public relations, radio and 
television. 

Hospitality—there’s a real job 
cheerfully done by the committee. 
“How many for tea?” Thousands, 
perhaps.

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TOOLS & EQUIPMENT 


Better Tools for special tasks 


by WILLIAM L. MEACHEM 


This is the sixth in a current series 
of articles on better tools for gar- 
dening by William L. Meachem, 
Equipment Editor. Next month: 
Better tools for watering. 


HROUGHOUT our “Better Tools” 
series you have no doubt no- 

ticed a certain amount of dupli- 
cation in various categories. As an 
example, in February when we were 
talking about the tools for roses we 
mentioned how important it was to 
have a good sprayer or duster. 
Again last month among. our 
“Healthy Garden” tools we also 
talked about sprayers and dusters. 
It is quite apparent that a sprayer or 
duster is an all-garden tool and is 
not used exclusively for a_ single 
plant. Nor is it confined to applying 
a single chemical. Better examples 
of some all-purpose tools, or tools 
that are used throughout the year on 
different crops, would be our hand 
tools. Our spade, for instance, can 
be used for turning soil, preparing 
holes for plants and on occasions for 
cultivating. 

In addition to these multipurpose 
tools, there are some which have but 
a single purpose—or special pur- 
pose—or may only be used once or 
twice a year. 

We find several special-purpose 
tools almost mandatory for main- 
taining a neat and trim lawn. Two 
good examples are the trimmer and 
edger. Of course, it may be possible 
to do this work with other tools, but 
the amount of time and labor in- 
volved make it almost a lost cause. 


For trimming and edging there 
are both power and hand tools avail- 


able. The classic hand trimming 
tool is the grass shears. (Incidentally, 
the manufacturers are ever improv- 
ing the design of shears and they are 
no longer the muscle-provokers and 
palm-pinchers they were a few years 
back.) For edging, there are several 
types of hand tools. One is the half- 
moon-shaped cutter and another is 
a rolling cutter that does its best 
work along walks and drives. 


It is possible to edge beds and 
walks with most power trimmers by 
merely operating them at a different 
angle or adding an accessory. Most 
power trimmers are run by a small 
electric motor. Gasoline-powered 
edgers are also on the market. 

While on the subject of keeping 
the garden neat and trim, we come 
to another special-purpose tool—the 
hedge clipper. Like lawn edgers and 
trimmers, hedge clippers are also 
available in hand ind power models. 
There is no neee to describe the 
hand hedge shears—these’ were 
standard equipment in almost all 
homes a few years back. Oversized 
scissors would be the best thing to 
call them. 

Today, though, most people with 
extensive hedges have one of the 
many kinds of electric hedge trim- 
mers that are on the market. The 
fact that you own an electric hedge 
trimmer won't reduce the number 
of times during the year that the 
hedge needs trimming but will let 
you do the job in less time. And, 
like all electric cutting tools, a cer- 
tain amount of caution should be 
exercised when using it. 

Getting back to the lawn—actu- 
ally the whole grounds—another 


special-purpose tool is the lawn 
sweeper. I say the whole grounds 
because most sweepers can be ad- 
justed to take care of walks and 
drives as well as the lawn area. Be 
that as it may, the sweeper still has 
the prime purpose of removing 
leaves and debris from the ground 
much quicker and easier than raking 
or sweeping with a broom. 

There are also modifications of 
standard tools which put them in the 
special-purpose class. Take the 
spade, for instance. There is avail- 
able a narrow spade—called the 
nursery spade—that is pri- 
marily for preparing holes for plant- 
ing. Although the regular spade can 
be used for this purpose, the narrow- 
bladed one will make a neater and 
smaller hole. Conversely, the nar- 
row spade would not be too ade- 
quate for turning soil. Our small 
version of the spade—the trowel 
also has a slim cousin that is used 
primarily for making small holes for 
seedlings and the like. 

For planting, there is one tool 
which is a prime example of a spe- 
cial-purpose tool—the bulb planter 
You've no doubt seen it—it looks 
like an oversized cookie cutter. 
When jammed into the ground it 
removes a core of soil. The bulb is 
put in the bottom and the core of 
soil replaced. Some have a step for 
the foot which gives more leverage 
and the necessary “oomph” when 
the ground is hard or rocky. 


Another special-purpose planter 
is one which looks like a pair of 
scissors but with two spoons instead 
of blades. This is for transplanting 
seedlings and small plants. 

For the gardener who grows vege- 
tables in any quantity, the seeder is 
a Oone-purpose tool that saves much 
time and labor. Not only does it 
speed the job, but it also accurately 
spaces the seed, which saves thin- 
ning later on in the season. 

So it is with many special-purpose

with mosaics 


F YOU ARE LOOKING for a different 

paving for your new patio or ter- 
race, make a pebble mosaic. A 
great many different kinds of gravel 
or stone are available from building 
suppliers—try one of these instead of 
the common gravel shown in the 
photographs. Or go out and collect 
some of your own. 

Bluestone, which is used in some 
sections of the country for walks 
and drives, could be used, as could 
other colored stone. 

Another variation would be to use 
a coloring agent in the concrete mix- 
ture to give a contrasting color. 

It is also advisable to make the 
individual sections in various sizes, 
for a more unusual pattern. Another 
suggestion would be to vary the in- 
dividual mosaics—make one of peb- 
ble, another of a different kind of 
stone, another plain. Here is a 
chance for gardeners to become 
artists! 

This is a job that can be extended 


over a period of time. It is not nec- 
essary to make all the paving at 
once. One or two sections could be 
made in an evening, but be sure to 
mix the right amount of concrete— 
any left over won't keep. You can 
mix small quantities of concrete in a 
wheelbarrow or garden cart but be 
sure to wash it out thoroughly.©

The first step is to place the mortar 
mix in a form. Shown are metal forms 
but simple wooden ones could be made 
by the home handyman. Use a heavy 
mix of one part cement to three sand. 
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Form is filled with concrete mix and 
firmed slightly, leaving a depression 
of a half inch. Pebbles are then care- 
fully placed over the concrete so 
that they cover the top uniformly. 


Pebbles are then pressed into the con- 
crete mix with a wooden float trowel. 
Press down firmly so that the pebbles 
will be half in the concrete mix. If not 
anchored down they will come loose. 


Since a fairly thick mortar mix is 
used, it will set fast enough so that in 
a few minutes the form can be re- 
moved and used again. The stones 
should then be allowed to set hard. 


When mosaic flags have hardened—in 
about a day or so—they can be laid 


in the desired pattern. Note here 
that several different sizes were used.

tools—they are designed to do one 
job and quite often do that job bet- 
ter than it could be done with other 
tools. But this doesn’t mean that we 
should clutter up our tool houses 
with many tools, each for a single 
job. A general rule should be to 
select tools with more than one job 
in mind; then as specific chores come 
up that cannot be handled as well or 
as quickly with what you have on 
hand, purchase a special tool. 

We must also bear in mind that 
there are many gadgets and gim- 
micks that find their way to dealers’ 
shelves every year. They may tempt 
us, but we should use caution be- 
cause, like many kitchen gadgets, 
they are usually used once or twice 
and then tossed aside.®
